The Poles took their revenge by allocating 
the German. lecomotives the poorest coal so that thera 
were locomotive troubles in Poland. In order to elime 
inate this sabotage the leader of each Soviet escorte 
jag team examines the quality of all coal taken over 
in Poland.
